‘PIRACY ON .THE PEARL AND 
, WEST RIVERS. 
The daring piratical raid on a trading junk 
committed within a stong’sthrow almost 
of the. waters of this Colony, which, as we 
repotted in our last issue, resulted ia 
the death of Mr. Lvans, late of H.B.M. 
Consulate at Canton, should not be allowed 
to pass without vigorous efforts being put 
fouh to bring all who were in any way 
connected with the’ shocking outrage to 
justice, Apart from the fact that a foreigner 
has succumbed to the wounds irflicted on 
him by cowardly ruffiang, the incidence of 
piracy flourishing on waterways which the 
British Goyernment has a direct interest in 
keeping as free as possible from dangers and 
obstructions to the development of trade 
renders it obligatory that full advantage 


‘| should be taken of the ‘Treaty Right to hunt 


down pirates-in the inland waters of the 
neighbouring Empire. Hitherto only half 
hearted measures have been taken, and the 
consequence is that .piracy and brigandage 
is as rife to-day in the Kwang provinces as 
it was when General Mesney travelled 
through them in 1883, and when a Special 
Correspondent of this journal reported on 
the subject in February, 1898, We then 
exposed the matter thoroughly and appealed 
to the British’ authorities to exert every 
possible effort to check ‘lawlessness which 
frequently causes heavy loss to Chinese 
residents of this Colony, and io their friends 
and clients in the Delta and West River 
ports. Nothing worthy of note has been 
done to rid the waters of the Pearl River, 
the Delta and the West River of the pira- 
tical hordes who fairly, wattle, the 1eR ats i 


have been freqquentiy reportéd at Canton 
and here during the past decade ; and it 
is pretty certain that many cases occur of 
which nothing is heard owing to the victims’ 
dread of the'pirates’ vengeance, or the threat 
of pelty riverine officials that condign punish- 
ment awaits the relatives of victims if the 
Viecroy be ‘stirred’ up to send hungry 
welvuans to investigate in their districts, 
That nothing in the nature of British or 
Anglo-Chinese crusade against pirates has 
been organised is discreditable alike té the 
Chinese as well as’ ourown authorities, for 
the British flag and.’ British trade pre- 
ponderates in the neighbouring provinces, 
The unrest in China, the Boer War and other 
complications may have stood in the way 
-of energetic British action hitherto, but 
now the course is fairly clear and 
we think that, given sufficient backing 
by the Imperial authorities the” energetic 
Consul-General at Canton, Mr. James Scott, 
may be relied on to promptly stir up the 
Canton mandarinate to ‘a sense of their, 
responsibility and obtain” their co-operation 
in anyway that may seem desirable. Fail. 
ing that, however, we may rest assured ‘that 
Mr. Scott can ably second any efforts at the 
suppression and practical extinction of 
piracy on the waters of the Delta and West 
River, In our next issue we, purpose 
Tepublishing ‘our correspondent's expos? of 
piracy on the West River and official 
culpability in respect thereof; for, although 
written four years ago, it, is very instructive 
and interesting and accurately pourtrays the 
shocking state of affairs prevailing at the 
present time.
